I would next call the attention of the committee to an 
argument of ap extraordinary character, used in support 
of this bill, by a gentleman trom Virginia, (Mr. Craig. 
Th: gentleman, if I understood him, denied the power of 
Congress to make roads through the States, without the 
consent of the States; but, as this road passed through 
his district, and addressed itself to the local interests of 
his constituents, he concluded to vote for this bill, without 
the consent of the States. The reasons assigned tor the 
vote were singular enough. They were, that the money | 
was already in the treasury; and whether it got there con- | 
stitutionally or unconstitutionally, it was the people’s 
money, and we should not keep it on band, useless and 
idle, but should distribute it amongst the people. The 
gentleman takes for granted a fact which does not exist. 
We have nota dollar on band, but what we have imme- 
diate use for, either in defraying the expenses of the Gov- 
ernment, or in paying the debt. He seemed to suppose 
that the treasury was overflowing; that it was laboring 
under a dropsical affection; and he proposes to relieve 11 
by tapping. Now I would say to the gentleman that he 
ought to be certain, in the tirst place, that the disease ex- 
ists. In my opinion, he has mistaken the symptoms. 
But, if it does exist, I have understood that tapping is a 
very Cangerous operation, and ought never to be under- 
taken but by senior physicians, and then not until all other 
means to save the patient had failed. The honorable 
chairman of the committee (Mr. Hemphill) who reported 
this biil,is a senior; but even Ae should not hazard so per- 
lous an operation, Wilhouta regular consultation of po- 
litical doctors. ‘There is, I believe, in some ot the col- 
leges, such a degree as Bachelor of Medicine, and those 
who take it are accounted junior members of the protes- 
sion. The gentleman from Virginia, and my two col- 
leagues, have taken this degree, but are not yet entitled 
to be ranked as seniors. The junior members of the pro- 
fession ordinarily enter upon tae practice by dealing in 
simples. They commence by drawing teeth, blood-lett- 
ing, and administering simple sudorifics; but it is contra- 
ry to all rule for them to use the knife in difhcult surgical 
operations. And I would say to my two colleagues, and 
to the gentleman trom Virginia, that they ought to be ex- 
ceedingly cautious how they enter upon the operation 
which they are about to perform; should take care that 
they do not draw off from the body politic too much of 
its substance, and thereby l-ave the patient in an enfee- 
bled and sickly state. It might linger and die on their 
hands. Sir, to be serious, you are about to tap Wwe trea- 
sury with a vengeance. I have taken some pains to as- 
certain the amount proposed to be appropriated, by the 
bills already reported upen this subject, and now upon 
the table, including the two and a quarter millions con- 
tained in this bill, amount to $4,239,000 for the present 
year. How many more projects are under examination 
in the Committee op interna! improvements, 1 do not 
know; but we know we have a new bill reported to us al- 
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in preparing the means of defence, and in protecting 
commerce; and he wishes to distribute a portion of the 
public money in other quarters of the Union. He does 
notexpect an equal distribution under the operation of 
this favorite system of his, but he would have itso as 
nearly as may be. It is idle to talk about equality in 
this general scramble for the public crumbs. We wil! 
never get it. The system itself, if it goes on, IS unequal 
and unjust, and we can never expect to receive our due 
proportion. We had beter pay off the debt first, and 
then reduce the taxes, modify the tanff, and leave in the 
puckets of the people ali that is not absolutely necessars 
for the support of Government. My colleague candidly 
admitted, in the course of argument, that if the money 
was collected by a direct tax upon the people, be would 
not vote to appropriate it for this or any other object of 
internal improvemsit. Now whatis the difference? Do 
not the people now pay every dollar of the revenue by 
a tax imposed upon them, and paid by them in a differ- 
entmode: ‘The tax collector, it is true, does not go te 
their duors, and demand and receive the portion of each 
Each individual does not see the amount of tax which 
he pays into the hands of the collector but notwith- 
standing he pays the tax in the increased price that he 
pays upon almost every article of necessity which he eats, 
drinks or wears. He pays it upon every bushel of salt 
he u-es, upon every pound of iron, upon cotlee, tea, sugar; 
upon every blanket and great coat that protects him from 
the inclemency of the seasun in Winter.

for this and all other similar propositions; the argument 
isin factthis: If the mass of the people saw and under- 
stood the amount of taxes they pay, my colleague, and 
ethers who favor this system, would not and dare not vote 
to waste and squander public money in projects like this. 
lhere are not a Guzen members upon this floor—lI doubt 
whether there is a single individuali—who would dare to 
support this system in the wild and visionary extent te 
which it has been pushed, if the revenge was collected by 
a direct tax, or if the amount of taxation actually paid 
under the present mode of collection, by imposts and du- 
ties, could be brought home to the knowledge of each 
acoeticman’e comet.tuen(s. 

The whole annual revenue of the United States, paid 
by the people in tue shape of indirect taxation, may be pnt 
down in round oumbers at $24,000,000, it is about that 
amount. The aggregate of Federal population, ine!uding 
three-fifths of the slaves, taken into the enumeration by 
ihe Constitution, is about 12,000,000 of souls. Double

Salt. 

Mr. Taniarerno rose, and said he asked of the House a 
favor which he had never asked before, and which he had 
never refused to any other member who requested it. It 
was that the House would grant its unanimous consent for 
him to introduce a reselution, and have it printed. 

Inquiry being made as to the nature of the resolution— 

Mr. T. said it was of a nature which lay at the door of 
every man, woman and child in the nation. It was of the 
nature of salt. 

Leave being granted, Mr. T. handed to the chair the 
following resolution: 

Whereas, Salt is an article which enters into the daily 
consumption of every human being in our country, as a mat- 
ter of primary and unavoidable necessity, and is, toa very 
great extent, procured at a high price, compared with the 
cost of producing it, which too often exposes the poor con- 
sumer to the grinding exactions of the vender and monopo- 
list of the article. Influenced by such, and by other obvi- 
ously sound considerations, Congress never has, except un- 
der circumstances of great and emergent fiscal necessity, 
imposed a duty on salt. And whereas, since the necessity 
for which the existing tax on salt was imposed (after five 
vears entire exemption of it from duty) in the years ISIS 
and IS16, has been successtully met and overcome by the 
patient bearing and faithful payment of this and the other 
taxes by the people; and the goverument no longer needs 
the revenue arising from the existing tax on salt:-- 

Resolved, That from and after the 30th day of Septem- 
ber next, the duty imposed on all salt imported into the U. 
States, and the territories thereof, shall be teu cents per the 
measured bushel; and that from and after the 30th day of 
September, 1831, salt may be imported as aforesaid free of 
any duty whatever. 

Resolved, That the Committee on Ways and Means be 
instructed to prepare and reporta bill in conformity with 
the foregoing resolution. 

"The recolution being read, Mr. T. moved thatit be laid 
on the table and be printed. 

Mr. Porrrr hoped the gentleman would withdraw his 
motion, and allow the resolution to be now considered. 

Mr. Tauiarerro did not intend to ask for its considera- 
tion at this tume, but, at the request of the gentleman. from 
North Carolina, he would withdraw his motion to lay it on 
the table. 

Mr. Porrer then demanded the question of considera- 
tion.

Besides, it was due to the West that it should be construct- 
ed at the expense of the General Government, since the 
West had not had an eqnal share of the advantages to be 
lerived from the disbursement of the public money, before 
the construction of that road was authorised, with the other 
sections of the Union; and it isa sound maxim in the sei- 
ence of legislation, that the benefits and burdens of a gov- 
ernment ought to be equally distributed---though we must 
> permitted to remark, en passant, that that road is likely 
to prove a curse rather than a blessing to particular towns 
ind neigh}orhoods, if the government has pursued the sarne 
wlicy in locating the route that it did between Zanesvill 
and Columbus, however important and beneficial it may be 
ina national point of view. The Ohio Canal is anothe 
work of the same character; but let it be forever remew- 
vered by our representatives in Congress, when thev are

Tue Ciimax.—The Massachusetts Journal of Satur- 
day, contains several documents relating to Colombian 
affairs, one of which is a proclamation of Paez, dated Va- 
lencia, 2d March, declarmg Bolivar an outlaw, and offer- 
ing areward of two thousand dollars for his head!!! 

The tollowing are extracts from this document: 

Considering that Simon Bolivar has not received from 
any legitimate government, authority to make war upon us: 

Consideri.g that the defence of our lives and homes is 
of natural right, that in no wise have we provoked this war, 
but that on the contrary we have maintained ourselves in 
an attitude, just, moderate, and decorous, respecting the 
rights of our neighbors: 

And, in fine, consulting the safety of the country, which 
is the supreme law, we have decreed and do decree: 

1. All the citizens are authorized to kil! Simon Bolivar, 
his officers and soldiers, who shall be found making war 
in the territory of Veuezuela, or committing any act of 
hostility against her peaceable inhabitants. 

2. If any village, towa or city, sball give aid to the ty- 
rant Bolivar, or his followers, it shall be outlawed and 
burned, 

3. The Government of Venezuela offers the sum of 
$2.000 for the head of Simon Bolivar, if he shall firea 
gun in this unjust and wicked war, or shai] be apprehend- 
ed within the limits ef Venezuela. 

4. The whole population are charged with the execution 
of this decree.

Far be it from me to ar- 
rest the progress of exertions in the pulpit—ihe diffusion 
of moral precepts, or to discourage the extension of soci- 
eties for suppressing intemperance, and conventions te ab- 
stain from ardent spirits. Our object Is to urge these as- 
sociations and the community, especially the fairer and 
most estimable portion whose influence and handy works 
will have commanding force, to exert all their physical er. 
ergies for the diffusion of pleasant. unid and innocent stim. 
ulents to suit the condition, taste, and circumstances of 
all ranks and classes, throughout our whole country, and 
place these substitutes within their reach in the most al- 
luring forms. The substitutes we shall notice are the fer- 
mented liquors, suca as wine, perry, cider, beer, and the 
milder stimulants and restoraiives of tea, coffee, cocoa, 
chocolate, &c.” 

The author is a friend to lew duties en wine, tea, cof- 
fee, &c., and is of opinion, that in proportion to their m.
